No.  1. 

An  ordinance  to  proride  for  the  compensation  of  the  Mayor  of  the 

City. 

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  shall  receive  as  a  compensation  for  his  services 
an  annual  salary  of  two  thousand  dollars,  payable 
quarterly,  for  the  two  years  succeeding  the  next 
election.

No.  2. 


A  supplement  to  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  regulate 
the  several  markets  in  the  City  of  Baltimore." 

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  from  and  after  the 
fifth  day  of  February  instant,  it  shall  not  be  lawful 
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for  any  person  to  sell  or  offer  for  sale  within  the  lim- 
its of  any  of  the  markets  of  the  city,  except  on  the 
butchers' stalls,  any  fresh  meat  in  pieces  less  than  a 
quarter,  under  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  and 
every  offence,  to  be  recovered  as  other  fines  and  for- 
feitures are  recovered  by  this  corporation.

No.  3. 


A  supplement  to  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  appoint 
Citj  Commissioners  and  Port  Wardens,  and  to  prescribe  their 
duties.' ' 

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  16th  section  of 
an  ordinance  entitled  "An  ordinance  to  appoint  City 
Commissioners  and  Port  Wardens,  and  to  prescribe 
their  duties,"  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed.

No.  4. 


A  supplement  to  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  restrain 
gaminf^,  and  for  licensintr  and  retrulating  theatrical  and  other 
public  exhibitions  within  the  Ciiy  of  Baltimore." 

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  five  dollars  for 
each  night  of  performance  shall  be  imposed  and 
paid  as  a  tax  on  all  licenses  for  theatrical  exhibitions 
within  tlie  city,  instead  of  the  tax  now  imposed  by 
the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  supplement.

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No.  5. 


A  further  supplement  to  an  ordinance  to  preserve  the  health  of  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  and  for  the  due  performance  of  quarantine  at 
the  port  of  Baltimore. 

1. — Beit  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  from  and  after  the 
thirtieth  day  of  April  to  the  first  day  of  Novem- 
ber of  each  and  every  year,  the  pilot  or  any  person 
having  the  command  of  any  vessel  coming  from  any 
port  or  place,  foreign  or  coastwise,  shall  bring  such 
vessel  to  at  the  quarantine  ground  ;  and  if  any  pilot 
or  person  having  command  as  aforesaid  shall  bring 
said  vessel  nearer  to  the  city  than  the  quarantine 
ground,  or  he  or  any  person  on  board  shall  leave 
such  vessel  and  come  within  the  city  before  the 
Health  Officer  has  been  on  board  and  given  him, 
her,  or  them  permission  in  wanting,  he,  she,  or  they 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such  offence  the  sum 
of  twenty  dollars. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
thirteenth  section  of  an  ordinance  supplementary 
to  an  ordinance  to  preserve  the  health  of  the  City 
of  Baltimore,  and  for  the  due  performance  of  quar- 
antine at  the  port  of  Baltimore,  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  repealed.

No.  G. 


An  ordinance  to  lay  and  collect  a  direct  tax  for  the  repairs  of  high- 
ways and  bridges  in  certain  parts  of  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

1. — Beit  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  for  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-eight  a  direct 
tax  of  thirty-five  cents  shall  be,  and  hereby  is,  laid 
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and  imposed  on  every  hundred  dollars  value  of  all 
houses  and  lands  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  lying 
without  the  limits  of  direct  taxation  and  within 
the  exterior  limits  of  said  city,  and  in  proportion 
for  any  greater  or  less  sum,  as  the  said  houses  and 
lands  shall  have  been  valued  in  virtue  of  an  Act  of 
Assembly  entitled  "A  supplement  to  an  act  enti- 
tled 'An  act  to  provide  for  a  new  assessment,  and  to 
appoint  collectors  of  the  tax  in  and  for  the  City  and 
County  of  Baltimore,'  "  passed  December  session, 
1822,  and  the  said  direct  tax  shall  be  laid  and  col- 
lected in  the  same  manner  as  is  now  provided  with 
respect  to  other  direct  taxes  which  tlie  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  are  now  authorized  to  im- 
pose, and  the  tenants  in  possession  shall  be  liable  to 
the  payment  of  the  said  tax  upon  the  premises  as 
occupied  by  them,  without  its  operating  however  to 
alter  the  nature  of  contracts  betweea  landlords  and 
tenants. 


2. — And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained, 
That  the  Collector  of  the  City  shall  have  and  re- 
ceive a  compensation  of  four  per  cent,  for  collec- 
ting said  tax. 


3. — And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained.  That 
the  tax  thus  levied  and  imposed,  after  deducting  the 
expenses  of  collection,  shall  be  expended  under  the 
direction  of  the  City  Commissioners,  with  the  appro- 
bation of  the  Mayor,  for  the  purpose  of  making  and 
repairing  such  of  the  public  highways  and  bridges 
within  the  limits  subject  to  the  present  assessment 
as  they  shall  deem  most  important  to  the  public  ne- 
cessity and  convenience,  unless  otherwise  directed 
by  ordinance  or  resolution  ;  provided,  liowever,  that 
no  greater  sum  than  two  hundred  dollars  shall  be 
appropriated  to  the  erection  of  any  one  bridge  within 
the  limits  aforesaid.

No.  7. 


A  supplement  to  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  regulate 
the  sale  of  bread." 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore.  That  the  Mayor  be.  and 
is  hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to  cause,  when 
and  as  often  as  he  shall  think  it  may  in  any  way 
conduce  to  the  prevention  or  detection  of  fraud  in 
the  sale  of  bread,  at  least  once  in  each  week,  all 
bread  offered  or  exposed  for  sale  by  bakers,  shop- 
keepers, or  any  other  person  or  persons  within  the 
limits  of  the  city  to  be  weighed  by  one  or  more  of 
the  City  Bailiffs,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  seize  and 
condemn  all  such  bread  as  shall  be  found  to  be  un- 
der the  weight  provided  by  the  ordinance  to  which 
this  is  a  supplement;  which  bread  so  seized  and 
condemed  the  Mayor  shall  cause  to  be  delivered  to 
the  Trustees  of  the  Almshouse,  for  the  use  of  the 
city  poor;  and  the  person  or  persons  exposing  the 
same  for  sale  shall  in  addition  to  the  loss  of  said 
bread  be  fined  in  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each 
and  every  oifence,  which  tine  shall  be  one  half  to 
the  use  of  the  city,  and  the  other  half  to  the  Bailiffs 
doing  the  duty. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  so  much 
of  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  supplement  as 
is  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  thereof  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  repealed.

No.  8. 

An  ordinance  relative  to  ihe  clerks  of  the  Citj  Council  of  Balti- 
more. 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  ii  shall  be  the  duty 
of  each  of  the  Chief  Clerks  of  the  City  Council,  with-

in  ten  days  after  each  and  every  session,  to  deliver 
in  person  to  the  Register  of  the  City  the  journal  of 
his  respective  Branch  of  the  City  Council ;  also  all 
petitions,  memorials,  messages,  reports,  and  commu- 
nications of  every  description,  which  may  have  been 
received  during  the  session,  and  which  may  be  in  his 
posession  at  the  close  thereof. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  the 
said  Clerks  shall  before  they  deliver  the  papers 
aforesaid  endorse  each  and  every  one  in  a  proper 
manner,  and  file  them  in  separate  bundles. 

3. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  it  shall 
be  their  duty  to  furnish  the  printer  who  may  be 
selected  by  the  Register  to  print  the  journals  of  the 
Councils  with  the  proceedings  of  each  Branch,  to- 
gether with  all  petitions,  memorials,  communications, 
messages,  reports  of  committees,  and  such  other 
documents  as  shall  be  directed  to  be  printed. 

4. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  the 
Chief  Clerks  of  the  City  Council  shall  on  the  last 
day  of  every  session  lay  before  their  respective 
Branches  a  per  diem  sheet,  with  the  name  of  every 
member,  the  number  of  days  he  has  attended  as  re- 
corded on  their  journals  for  the  past  year,  and  the 
amount  carried  out  to  each  name,  and  shall  further- 
more deliver  said  sheet  to  the  Register  of  the  City 
within  live  days  after  each  session. 

5. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  the 
Clerk  of  the  Second  Branch  be,  and  he  is  hereby, 
constituted  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  two  Branches  when 
in  convention,  and  as  such  shall  immediately  after 
the  adjournment  of  a  convention  notify  the  Mayor 
of  the  adoption  or  rejection  of  any  nomination  by 
said  convention.

No.  9. 


An  additional  supplement  to  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  ordinance 
to  regulate  the  several  markets  in  the  City  of  Baltimore." 

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  bj  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  from  and  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  ordinance  the  Kegister  of  the  City, 
with  the  approbation  of  the  Mayor,  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  authorized  to  grant  a  license  for  any  of  the 
Markets  of  the  City  whenever  called  on  for  that 
purpose ;  provided,  however,  that  no  license  shall  be 
granted  for  a  term  less  than  one  year,  any  provision 
in  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  supplement  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding.

No.  10. 


An  ordinance  to  provide  for  arrearages  due  on  expenses  of  the  City 
Court  of  Baltimore  for  the  vear  1827. 


1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  sum  of  fifteen 
cents  on  every  hundred  dollars  of  assessable  prop- 
erty within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and 
in  like  proportion  for  any  greater  or  less  amount,  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  assessed  and  imposed  for  the 
payment  of  arrearages  of  expenses  incurred  in  the 
administration  of  justice  by  the  City  Court  of  Bal- 
timore during  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  twenty-seven. 

2. — And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained.  That 
the  tax  hereby  imposed  shall  be  collected  and  paid 
in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  laws  of  this  State  or 
ordinances  of  this  corporation. 
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3. — And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained,  That 
the  Collector  of  the  City  shall  receive  a  compensa- 
tion of  four  per  cent,  for  collecting  the  tax  hereby 
imposed.

No.  11. 


An  ortlinance  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  sundry  expenses  of  the 
Citv  Court  of  Baltimore,  and  of  the  city  iioor  in  the  Poor  house 
of  Baltimore  City  and  County. 

1. —  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  sum  of  fifty 
cents  on  every  hundred  dollars  worth  of  assessable 
property  within  the  whole  extent  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  and  in  like  proportion  for  any  greater  or 
less  amount,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  assessed  and 
imposed  for  the  year  eighte^  hundred  and  twenty- 
eight  for  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the  Asso- 
ciate Judges  of  the  Baltimore  City  Court,  and  all 
other  expenses  incurred  in  the  administration  of 
justice  therein  as  said  expenses  shall  be  ascertained 
and  certified  under  the  authority  of  said  court,  and 
of  the  expenses  incurred  in  collecting  said  tax. 

2. — And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained,  That 
the  further  sum  of  sixty-five  cents  upon  every  hun- 
dred dollars  worth  of  the  same  property,  and  in 
like  proportion  for  any  greater  or  less  amount,  be, 
and  the  same  is  herei3y,  assessed  and  imposed  for 
the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-eight  for  the 
purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  city  poor 
in  the  poor  house  of  Baltimore  City  and  County  as 
the  said  expenses  shall  be  ascertained  and  certified 
by  the  Trustees  of  the  Poor  for  Baltimore  City  and 
County,  and  the  expenses  in  the  collection  thereof; 
provided,  the  said  Trustees  account  annually  with 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  for  tJie 
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disbursenieut  of  all  monies  received  by  them  in 
virtue  of  their  trust  from  the  corporation  of  Balti- 
more for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  said  City. 

3. — And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained,  That 
tlife  taxes  hereby  imposed  shall  be  collected  and  paid 
in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  laws  of  the  State  or 
ordinances  of  this  corporation,  and  the  Register  of 
the  City  shall  pay  to  the  two  Associate  Judges  'of 
the  City  Court  their  salaries,  and  shall  also  pay  the 
expenses  of  the  court  and  tlie  expenses  of  the  city 
poor  to  the  several  respective  officers  and  persons 
who  may  be  entitled  to  receive  the  same. 

4. — And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained,  That 
the  Collector  of  the  City  shall  receive  a  compensa- 
tion of  four  per  cent,  for  collecting  the  taxes  afore- 
said.

No.  12. 


A  supplement  to  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  ordinance  for  the  in- 
spection of  flaxseed." 

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  it  shall  be  lawful 
to  pack  flaxseed  for  the  purpose  of  shipping  it  to 
any  place  within  the  United  States,  in  casks  and 
half  casks,  of  the  description  mentioned  in  the  or- 
dinance to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  without 
cleaning  the  same,  and  to  ship  the  same  accordingly, 
anything  in  the  said  ordinance  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding;  provided,  the  same  shall  be  first  in- 
spected and  branded  in  the  manner  prescribed  in 
said  ordinance,  except  that  the  word  rough  shall  be 
substituted  for  the  word  first  or  second ;  and  pro- 
vided, also,  that  nothing  in  this  supplement  shall  be 
construed  to  repeal  any  penalty  incurred  by  shipping 
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flaxseed  in  any  manner  contrary  to  the  existing  reg- 
ulations not  strictly  conformed  to  the  provisions  of 
this  supplement,  and  that  all  the  regulations  and 
penalties  of  the  said  ordinance  not  relating  to  clean- 
ing flaxseed,  or  branding  it  first  or  second,  shall 
continue  in  force  with  regard  to  all  flaxseed  packed 
or  shipped  under  this  supplement.

No.  13. 


An  additional  supplement  to  an  ordinance  to  preserve  the  naviga- 
tion of  the  Harbor  of  Baltimore,  to  ai)point  Port  Wardens  and 
Harbor  Masters,  and  prescribe  their  duties. 

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Port  Wardens  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  and  directed  when- 
ever they  shall  be  called  on  by  the  occupier  or 
occupiers,  owner  or  owners  of  any  wharf  or  wharves, 
dock  or  docks,  to  deepen  and  cleanse  the  navigation 
at  their  wharves  or  docks,  and  the  deepening  and 
cleansing  the  channel  will  permit  of  its  being  done, 
to  employ  one  of  the  old  digging  and  one  of  the 
discharging  mud  machines  in  deepening  and  clean- 
sing the  navigation  at  such  wharves  or  docks,  and 
that  the  Port  Wardens  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  au- 
thorized and  directed  to  demand  and  receive  from 
the  occupier  or  occupiers,  owner  or  owners  of  such 
wharves  or  docks,  the  navigation  of  which  they 
have  so  deepened  and  cleansed,  fifteen  dollars  per 
day  for  every  day  the  said  digging  and  discharging 
nmd  machines  have  been  in  their  employment.

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No.  14. 


An  additional  supplfment  to  an  ordinance  to  preserve  the  health 
of  the  Citv  of  Baltimore,  and  for  the  due  performance  of  quai- 
antine  at  the  port  of  Baltimore. 


1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  tlie  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  whenever  the  Com- 
missioners of  Health,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall 
be  of  opinion  that  the  naviijation  at  any  of  tlie 
wharves  or  docks  are  not  sufficiently  cleansed  and 
deepened  so  that  a  nuisance  may  be  thereby  created, 
they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  cause  a  notice  to 
be  served  upon  the  occupier  or  occupiers,  owner  or 
owners  of  such  wharf  or  wharves,  dock  or  docks,  to 
deepen  and  cleanse  the  navigation  at  such  wharves 
or  docks  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  in 
such  notice,  and  if  such  owner  or  owners,  occupier  or 
occupiers  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  deepen  and 
cleanse  the  same,  each  person  so  ofiending  shall  for- 
feit and  pay  ten  dollars,  and  the  farther  sum  of  five 
dollars  for  every  day  he,  slie,  or  they  shall  so  neglect 
or  refuse  to  deepen  and  cleanse  the  same  agreeable 
to  the  direction  in  said  notice  contained,  and  shall 
moreover  defray  and  pay  the  expenses  incurred  in 
case  the  navigation  at  such  wharf  or  wharves,  dock 
or  docks  shall  be  deepened  and  cleansed  under  the 
authority  and  direction  of  said  Commissioners,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  which  they  are  hereby  authorized 
to  cause  to  be  done  on  such  neglect  or  refusal  afore- 
said. 

2. — And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained.  That 
so  much  of  the  ninth  section  of  an  ordinance  to  pre- 
serve the  health  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  the 
due  performance  of  quarantine  at  the  port  of  Balti- 
more, inconsistent  with  or  repugnant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  supplement,  be,  and  the  same  is  here- 
by, repealed.

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No.  15. 


A  supplement  to  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  ordinance  to  appoint 
City  Commissioners  and  Port  Wardens,  and  to  prescribe  their 
duties." 

Whereas,  great  inconvenience  frequently  arises 
to  the  citizens  from  the  number  of  carters  and  dray- 
men that  visit  the  screen  tree  pump,  situated  in  the 
lower  part  of  the  third  ward,  by  placing  their  hogs- 
heads, barrels  and  casks  under  the  spout  of  the  same, 
thereby  preventing  families  with  small  vessels  from 
an  equal  participation  in  the  use  of  this  excellent 
water  ;  and  whereas,  also,  it  is  productive  from  this 
cause  alone  of  frequent  riots  and  altercations,  to  the 
great  annoyance  of  those  residing  in  its  immediate 
vicinity  ;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  from  and  after  the 
first  day  of  April  next  it  shall  not  be  law^ful  for  any 
person  or  persons  to  place  any  hogshead,  barrel,  cask, 
or  hose  under  the  spout  of  the  said  pump,  or  by  any 
other  method  obstruct  the  free  use  of  the  water  in 
the  same,  except  in  case  of  fire,  but  that  all  hogs- 
heads, barrels  and  casks  shall  be  placed  at  a  distance 
of  at  least  ten  feet  from  the  spout  of  said  pump, 
under  a  penalty  of  not  more  than  five  dollars  or  less 
than  one  dollar,  one  half  to  tlie  use  of  the  informer, 
the  other  half  to  the  use  of  the  city.

No.  16. 


A  supplement  to  an  ordin;ince  entitled    "An  ordinance  for  the  safe 
keeping  of  gunpowder  within  the  City  of  Baltimore." 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  su})erintendent 
or  keeper  of  gunpowder  shall  enter  in  a  book,  which 
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shall  be  furnished  him  by  the  Register  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  which  shall  be  the  property  of  the  city, 
the  quantity  of  all  gunpowder  stored  in  the  maga- 
zine and  by  whom  stored  ;  and  that  he  shall,  on  re- 
ceiving said  powder,  credit  the  person  storing  the 
same  with  the  quantity  thereof,  and  when  delivered 
shall  charge  the  same,  and  so  in  like  manner  for  all 
transfers,  and  that  he  shall  once  in  every  three 
months  make  returns  to  the  Mayor  on  oath  of  all 
powder  stored  in  the  said  magazine,  and  of  all  mon- 
nies  received  by  him  on  account  of  storage,  and  pay 
the  same  lo  the  Register;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  said  superintendent  or  keeper,  once  in  every 
month  at  least,  to  cause  all  the  powder  in  the  maga- 
zine aforesaid  to  be  turned  upside  down. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  gun- 
powder lodged  in  the  magazine,  and  which  may  re- 
main therein  not  longer  than  fifteen  days,  may  be 
removed  therefrom  in  quantities  not  less  than  one 
hundred  quarter  casks,  on  the  payment  to  the  keeper 
of  four  cents  on  each  and  every  quarter  cask  so  re- 
moved. 

3. — And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained.  That 
the  seventh  section  of  an  ordinance  to  which  this  is  a 
supplement,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed.

No.  IT. 


A  supplement   to  the  ordinance  authorizing    the  appointment    of 
watchmen. 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  supplementary  ordinance,  tliat  if 
any  watchman,  while  in  the  lawful  performance  of 
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liis  duty,  shall  be  wounded  or  maimed  so  as  to  be  iin- 
able  to  attend  to  his  duty,  he  shall,  nevertheless,  re- 
ceive half  pay  during  the  continuance  of  such  disa- 
bility for  a  period  not  exceeding  two  months ;  pro- 
vided, always,  that  a  certificate  of  such  disability 
shall  be  given  by  a  respectable  physician  to  the  offi- 
cer in  charge  of  the  watch,  which  shall  be  approved 
of  by  the  Mayor. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
several  watchmen  shall,  before  entering  upon  their 
respective  duties,  take  such  oath  or  affirmation  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  confided  to 
them  as  the  Alayor  may  require.

A  supplement  to  the  ordinance  entitled   "An  ordinance  for  the  in- 
spection of  pot  and  pearl  ashes." 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  supplement  the  inspector  of  pot  and 
pearl  ashes  shall  be  entitled  to  have  and  receive 
twelve  and  a  half  cents  for  every  one  hundred  and 
twelve  pounds  weight  inspected,  and  no  more,  to 
be  paid  by  the  vender  thereof. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall 
not  be  lawful  for  the  inspector  to  charge  any  storage 
for  any  pot  or  pearl  ashes  whicli  shall  not  have  been 
in  his  possession  iwenty-four  h(^urs  after  the  same 
shall  have  been  inspe(;ted  and  the  weigh-note  de- 
livered, nor  to  charge  higher  storage  than  twelve  and 
a  half  cents  per  cask  for  each  montli  or  fraction  of 
a  month. 
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3. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall 
not  be  necessary  to  inspect  any  pot  or  pearl  ashes 
which  may  have  been  inspected  and  branded  before 
its  introduction  into  this  city,  under  the  inspection 
laws  of  any  State  or  corporation,  unless  it  is  intended 
to  ship  or  export  the  same. 

4.— And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall 
not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  ship  or 
export  any  pot  or  pearl  ashes  which  shall  not  have 
been  inspected  and  branded  according  to  the  provis- 
ions of  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  supplement. 

5. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  so 
much  of  the  third  section  of  the  ordinance  to  which 
this  is  a  supplement  as  authorizes  a  charge  of  twent}'- 
five  cents  for  every  one  hundred  and  twelve  pounds, 
and  all  such  parts  of  the  same  section  as  fix  a  rate 
of  storage  or  authorize  a  charge  inconsistent  with 
this  supplement,  and  so  much  of  the  fifth  section  as 
imposes  a  penalty  on  persons  selling,  using,  or  dis- 
posing of  pot  or  pearl  ashes,  which  have  not  been 
inspected  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  but  which  have 
been  inspected  and  branded  under  the  inspection 
laws  of  any  State  or  corporation,  shall  be,  and  are 
hereby,  repealed.

No.  19. 

An  ordinance  relating  to  public  schools. 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  six  persons,  to  be 
called  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools,  shall  be 
chosen  by  the  two  Branches  of  the  City  Council,  in 
convention,  annually  in  the  month  of  January ; 
that  said  commissioners  shall  form  a  board,  of  which 
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the  Mayor  shall  be  president  ex-officio;  that  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners  to  divide  the 
city  into  six  school  districts,  to  establish  one  school 
on  the  monitorial  plan  in  each  district,  to  make  rules 
and  regulations  for  said  schools,  to  examine  and  ap- 
point teachers  and  fix  their  compensation,  to  pre- 
scribe the  course  of  study,  and  generally  to  make 
all  necessary  provisions  for  the  government  and  dis- 
cipline of  said  schools ;  and  it  shall  also  be  the  duty 
of  said  board  to  report  annually  on  the  first  Monday 
of  January  to  the  City  Council  all  and  everything 
respecting  said  schools  that  may  be  proper  or  ne- 
cessary to  be  known,  with  an  account  of  the  expen- 
ditures of  the  past  year,  and  an  estimate  of  the  ex- 
penses for  the  ensuing  year. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  said 
Board  of  Commissioners  shall  annually  appoint  a  Su- 
perintendent of  Public  Schools  and  fix  his  compen- 
sation ;  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  superin- 
tendent to  visit  and  inspect  weekly  each  and  every 
school,  to  make  monthly  returns  to  the  commission- 
ers of  the  number  of  each  sex  attending  each  school, 
the  amount  of  tuition  money  received,  the  state  of 
discipline,  and  all  and  everything  relating  to  said 
schools  that  may  be  required  to  state  by  said  board 
of  commissioners. 

3. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  each 
of  said  schools  shall  be  divided  into  two  depart- 
ments, male  and  female;  that  no  child  above  ten 
years  of  age  shall  be  admitted  therein,  and  that  every 
child  attending  the  same  shall  pay  one  dollar  per 
quarter,  unless  the  board  of  commissioners  shall  ex- 
empt him  or  her  therefrom. 

4. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  at  the 
first  annual  appointment  of  Commissioners  of  Public 
Schools  after  the  division  of  the  city  into  districts, 
one  commissioner  shall  be  chosen  from  each  school 
district.

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An  ordinance  fixing  the  compensation  of  the  Harbor  Master  for  the 
eastern  district. 

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance  the  Harbor  Master  of  the 
eastern  district  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  for  his 
compensation  fifty  per  cent,  on  the  amount  of  his 
collections.

A  supplement  to  an  ordinance  entitled  ''An  ordinance  to  appoint 
Superintendents  of  Streets  and  Pumps,  and  to  enforce  useful 
regulations." 

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  supplementary  ordinance  the  pro- 
visions of  the  12th  section  of  the  ordinance  to  which 
this  is  a  supplement  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby, 
extended  to  all  trees  situated  in  public  squares  or 
other  public  grounds  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore.

No.  22. 


A  supplement  to  an  ordinance  entitled  ''An  ordinance  for  the  ad- 
mission and  regulation  of  brokers." 

Be  it  enacted  aud  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Mayor  be,  and 
he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  grant  licenses  under  the 
corporate  seal  to  such  person  or  persons  as  shall 
produce  to  him  satisfactory  evidence  of  his,  her,  or 
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their  good  character,  to  exercise  or  carry  on  the  trade 
or  business  of  pawn  brokers,  which  licenses  shall 
designate  the  house  in  which  such  person  or  persons 
shall  respectively  be  licensed  to  carry  on  the  said 
trade  or  business,  and  each  person  receiving  the  said 
license  shall  pay  therefor  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  and 
the  license  granted  as  aforesaid  shall  have  continu- 
ance for  the  term  of  one  year  from  the  date  thereof, 
and  may  be  renewed  on  application  to  the  Mayor 
each  and  every  year  upon  the  payment  of  the  same 
sum. 

2. — And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained.  That 
every  person  so  licensed  as  aforesaid  shall  at  the 
time  of  receiving  said  license  enter  into  an  obliga- 
tion to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
with  good  and  sufBcient  sureties  to  be  approved  by 
the  Mayor  and  the  Presidents  of  both  Branches  of 
the  City  Council,  or  a  majority  of  them,  in  the  penal 
sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  observance  of  this  ordinance  and  such  other 
ordinances  as  may  be  passed  on  this  subject. 

3. — And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained,  That 
no  person  shall  use,  exercise,  or  carry  on  the  trade  or 
business  of  a  pawn  broker  in  the  City  of  Baltitnore 
without  having  such  license  as  aforesaid,  nor  in  any 
other  house  than  the  one  designated  in  said  license, 
unless  in  case  of  removal,  the  Register  shall  on 
application  endorsed  on  said  license,  the  house  to 
which  the  party  shall  have  removed,  under* the 
penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  ofi'ence,  one-half 
to  be  paid  to  the  informer,  and  the  other  half  to  the 
corporation. 

4. — And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained.  That 
no  pawn  brokers  shall  receive  by  way  of  pawn  or 
pledge  on  any  goods,  article,  or  anything  whatever, 
from  any  minor,  apprentice,  servant,  or  slave,  know- 
ing or  having  reason  to  believe  him  or  her  to  be  a 
rainor>  apprentice,  servant,  or  slave,  unless  he  or  she

produce  an  order  from  his  or  her  parent,  guardian, 
master,  or  mistress,  authorizing  the  same,  under  the 
penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence,  one-half 
to  be  paid  to  the  informer,  and  the  other  to  the  cor- 
poration. 

5. — And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained.  That 
every  pawn  broker  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  shall 
be  written  at  the  time  of  each  loan  an  accurate  ac- 
count and  description  of  the  goods,  article  or  thing- 
pawned,  the  amount  of  the  sum  loaned  thereon,  the 
time  of  pledging  the  same,  and  the  name  and  resi- 
dence of  the  person  or  persons  pawning  or  pledging 
the  said  goods,  article  or  thing,  which  entry  shall  be 
regularly  numbered,  and  the  said  pawn  broker  shall 
at  the  same  time  deliver  to  the  said  person  pawning 
or  pledging  the  said  goods,  article  or  thing,  a  certifi- 
cate, memorandum,  or  note  in  writing,  and  numbered 
to  correspond  with  the  number  and  description  in 
his  or  her  book  of  original  entry,  and  the  person  so 
pawning  or  pledging  any  goods,  article  or  thing  shall 
renew  monthly  said  certificate,  memorandum,  or 
note ;  and  every  pawn  broker  who  shall  neglect  to 
make  such  entry  and  deliver  such  certificate,  memor- 
andum, or  note,  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  twenty  dol- 
lars, one-half  to  be  paid  to  the  informer,  and  the 
other  half  to  the  corporation ;  and  said  book  shall 
be  at  all  times  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Mayor, 
or  any  of  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  or  any  of  the  Judges  of  the  City  Court, 
or  the  City  Bailifls  or  Constables,  with  written  author- 
ity from  the  Mayor,  or  from  any  one  of  the  Judges 
of  the  City  Court  to  Bailiffs  or  Constables,  which 
authority  shall  only  extend  to  the  day  on  which  it  is 
dated. 

6. — And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained.  That 
no  pawn  broker  shall  ask,  demand,  or  receive  a  greater 
rate  of  interest  on  any  loan  than  six  per  cent,  per  an- 
num, but  in  addition  thereto  he,  she,  or  they  are  here- 
by authorized  and  permitted  to  demand  and  receive 
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for  each  certificate,  memorandum  or  note,  according 
to  the  following  rate,  viz  :  for  each  certifi.cate,  memo- 
randum, or  note  for  all  sums  not  exceeding  three  dol- 
lars, six  and  a  quarter  cents;  for  each  certificate,  mem- 
orandum, or  note  for  all  sums  more  than  three  dol- 
lars and  not  exceeding  five  dollars,  nine  cents;  for 
each  certificate,  memorandum,  or  note  for  all  sums 
more  than  five  dollars  and  not  exceeding  ten  dollars, 
fifteen  cents;  for  each  certificate,  memorandum,  or 
note  upon  all  sums  more  than  ten  dollars  and  not 
exceeding  twenty  dollars,  twenty-five  cents;  for  each 
certificate,  memorandum,  or  note  upon  all  sums  more 
than  twenty  dollars  and  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars, 
fifty  cents ;  for  each  certificate,  memorandum,  or  note 
for  all  sums  more  than  fifty  dollars  and  not  exceed- 
ing one  hundred  dollars,  seventy-five  cents;  and  for 
each  certificate,  memorandum,  or  note  upon  all  sums 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  one  dollar;  and 
should  the  person  who  has  pawned  or  pledged  any 
goods,  article  or  thing  neglect  or  refuse  to  renew  his 
or  her  certificate,  memorandum,  or  note  each  and 
every  month,  as  is  provided  for,  then  when  the  said 
goods,  article  or  thing  may  or  shall  be  redeemed  or 
sold  as  is  hereafter  provided  for,  the  pawn  broker 
shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  the  monthly 
charge  or  rate  above  mentioned  for  the  time  that 
the  said  goods,  article  or  thing  have  or  has  remained 
on  pawn  or  pledge  ;  and  any  pawn  broker  who  shall 
demand  or  receive  any  higher  rate  of  interest  or 
charges  than  is  herein  provided  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  one  half  to  be  paid  to  the 
informer,  and  the  other  half  to  the  corporation. 

7. — And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained,  That 
no  pawn  broker  shall  sell  any  pawn  or  pledge  until 
the  same  shall  have  been  in  his  or  her  possession  for 
six  months,  and  that  the  sales  of  all  pawned  goods 
shall  not  be  otherwise  than  at  public  auction  by  day- 
light only,  and  by  an  auctioneer  holding  license 
under  the  fourth  section  of  an  ordinance  entitled  "An 
ordinance  to  license  and  regulate  auctions  within  the 
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City  of  Baltimore,  or  under  the  State  of  Maryland," 
and  after  live  days'  notice  of  such  sale  in  some  pub- 
lic newspaper  printed  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and 
the  surplus  money,  if  any,  arising  from  said  sale,  af- 
ter deducting  the  amount  of  the  loan,  the  interest 
and  charges,  and  the  expenses  of  the  advertisement, 
that  shall  be  paid  by  the  pawn  broker  to  the  person 
or  legal  representative  of  the  person  or  persons  who 
would  have  been  entitled  to  redeem  said  pawn  or 
pledge ;  and  if  any  pawn  broker  shall  be  guilty  of 
any  offence  against  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  he  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars, 
one  half  to  be  paid  to  the  informer,  and  the  other 
half  to  the  corporation. 

8. — And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained.  That 
if  any  person  or  persons  shall  sustain  any  injury  or 
damage  from  any  act  or  default  of  a  pawn  broker 
contrary  to  the  tenor  of  his  obligation  as  aforesaid, 
such  person  or  persons  may  institute  an  action  in 
Baltimore  County  Court,  for  his,  her,  or  their  use  or 
benefit,  in  the  name  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  upon  the  obligation  given  as  aforesaid, 
in  which  action  he,  she,  or  they  shall  recover  judg- 
ment for  the  amount  of  damages  sustained. 

9. —  And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained.  That 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Register  of  the  City  to 
advertise  quarter  yearly  in  one  or  more  of  the  pub- 
lic papers  the  name  of  the  several  persons  within 
the  city  who  shall  have  been  duly  licensed  as  pawn 
brokers  according  to  the  first  and  second  sections  of 
this  supplement,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  ofii- 
cers  of  the  city  to  inform  against  and  prosecute  all 
infractions  of  this  ordinance. 

10. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  no 
license  authorized  by  this  supplement  shall  be 
granted  to  any  person  who  has  an  ordinary  license 
or  license  for  the  retailing  spirituous  liquors. 
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11. —  And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained.  That 
any  license  to  any  pawn  broker  granted  as  aforesaid 
may  be  revoked  and  annulled  by  the  Mayor  if  there 
should  appear  to  him  sufficient  cause  for  so  doing. 

12. — And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained,  That 
so  much  of  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  supple- 
ment as  relates  to  pawn  brokers  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  repealed.

A  supplement  to  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  ordinance  more  efl'ect- 
uallj  to  prevent  the  running  at  large  of  swine  in  the  Citv  of 
Baltimore." 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Mayor  be,  and 
he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  employ  persons  to  take 
up  all  swine  found  going  at  large  in  any  of  the  streets, 
lanes,  or  alleys  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  at  all  times 
within  the  period  during  which  swine  are  not  per- 
mitted to  go  at  large. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  the 
Mayor  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  enter  into 
such  arrangements  with  the  Trustees  of  the  Poor  for 
the  City  and  County  of  Baltimore  as  will  enable 
them  to  receive  all  swine  taken  up  under  the  law  to 
which  this  is  a  supplement. 

3. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  be  annually  placed  at 
the  disposal  of  the  Mayor,  to  be  expended  as  he  shall 
judge  most  advisable,  in  causing  the  ordinances  of 
the  corporation  respecting  swine  to  be  effectually  ex- 
ecuted, and  the  Register  shall  pay  said  sum  to  the 
order  of  the  Mayor,  and  charge  the  same  to  the  fund 
appropriated  for  the  removal  of  nuisances. 
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4. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  first 
section  of  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  supple- 
ment, approved  March  6th,  1812,  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby,  repealed.

An  ordinance  for  the  erection  of  lamps. 

1. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  City  Commissioners,  with  the  approba- 
tion of  the  Mayor,  to  have  lamps  erected  in  the  fol- 
lowing places,  viz :  one  lamp  at  the  intersection  of 
William  street  and  Armistead  lane,  one  ditto  in 
Court  lane,  one  ditto  in  Constitution  and  Monu- 
ment street,  one  ditto  at  the  corner  of  Holland  and 
Harford  street,  one  ditto  at  the  corner  of  Holland 
and  Eden  street,  one  ditto  at  the  northeast  corner 
of  High  and  Stiles  street,  one  ditto  at  the  southwest 
corner  of  Market  and  Bank  street,  two  ditto  in 
Courtland  street,  between  Lexington  and  Pleasant 
street,  one  ditto  at  the  corner  of  Eutaw  and  Mul- 
berry street,  near  the  pump,  one  ditto  at  the  south- 
west corner  of  the  lot  at  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
church,  one  ditto  between  Charles  and  Park  street  in 
Mulberry  street,  one  ditto  at  the  southeast  corner  of 
Pennsylvania  Avenue  and  Grand  with  street,  one 
ditto  in  Koss  street,  at  the  extremity  of  Long  alley, 
one  ditto  at  the  corner  of  Eden  and  Pinkney  street, 
one  ditto  in  Lexington  street,  at  or  near  the  gate  of 
the  English  Luthern  Church,  one  ditto  at  the  corner 
of  Henrietta  and  Charles  street,  and  also  an  addi- 
tional lamp  at  the  w^est  side  ef  Howard  street,  be- 
tween Mulberry  and  Saratoga  streets. 
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2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  tlie 
sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight  dollars  is  hereby 
appropriated  to  carry  this  ordinance  into  effect,  and 
the  City  Commissioners,  with  the  approbation  of  the 
Mayor,  are  hereby  authorized  to  draw  on  the  Register 
of  the  City  for  the  same,  to  be  paid  out  of  any  money 
in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated.

A  supplement  to  aa  ordinance  for   building  a  steam  engine  for 
dredging,  &c. 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Port  Wardens 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  and  directed, 
with  the  approbation  of  the  Mayor,  to  contract  with 
Watchman  and  Bratt  for  their  patent  moving  ma- 
chinery, paddle  wheels,  and  every  part  of  the  ma- 
chinery, to  complete  the  same;  and  to  be  completely 
finished,  placed  on  board  the  boat,  and  ready  to  go 
into  operation  in  two  months  after  the  signing  the 
contract ;  provided,  the  said  Watchman  and  Bratt 
will  contract  under  bond  and  security  to  be  ap- 
proved of  by  the  Mayor  to  make  the  said  machinery 
complete  and  to  put  it  into  operation  for  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  hundred  dollars,  w^hich  amount  shall  be 
paid  when  the  dredging  machine  shall  have  been  put 
into  complete  operation,  and  the  Wardens  of  the  port 
shall  have  received  the  same  as  provided  for  in  the 
ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  supplement. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  the 
Register  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized,  with  the 
approbation  of  the  Mayor,  to  pay  to  the  order  of  the 
Port  Wardens  the  sum  of  tw-enty-five  hundred  dollars 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  the  foregoing  section  into 
efi*ect,  to  be  taken  out  of  the  appropriation  of  the 
harbor.

3. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  City 
Commissioners  and  Port  Wardens  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  directed,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Mayor,

An  ordinance  to  appoint  a  keeper  of  the  fish  houses  and  prescribe 
his  duties. 


\. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  a  suitable  person 
shall  be  annually  appointed  keeper  of  the  fish  houses, 
whose  dal:y  it  shall  be  to  take  charge  of  the  fish 
houses  and  to  attend  daily  at  the  aforesaid  place, 
Sundays  excepted,  from  the  rising  to  the  setting  of 
the  sun,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  and  delivering 
all  fish  that  may  be  brought  to  said  fish  houses  for 
safe  keeping;  and  said  keeper  shall  receive  from  the 
owner  or  owners  of  such  fish  on  the  delivery  of  the 
same,  two  cents  per  month,  or  for  a  less  time  for  every 
barrel  or  half  barrel  received  and  delivered  by  him, 
and  said  keeper  shall  pay  over  to  the  Register  of  the 
City,  on  oath,  on  the  first  Monday  in  each  month,  all 
money  he  may  have  received  during  the  preceding 
month  for  storage;  and  said  keeper  shall  keep  a  book 
or  books,  to  be  provided  by  the  Register  for  that  pur- 
pose, in  which  he  shall  regularly  enter  all  fish  re- 
ceived into  said  fish  houses,  stating  whose  they  are, 
when  received,  when  delivered,  and  to  whom. 
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2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
keeper  of  the  fish  houses  shall  receive  for  his  com- 
pensation the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  per  an- 
num, payable  quarterly,  and  two  cents  per  barrel  or 
half  barrel  for  every  barrel  or  half  barrel  of  fish 
rolled  in  and  out  of  said  fish  houses  by  him. 

3. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  no  per- 
son or  persons  shall  be  allowed  to  have  about  or 
upon  his,  her,  or  their  premises,  or  in  any  warehouse 
or  tenement  at  any  one  time  between  the  first  day  of 
June  next  and  the  first  day  of  November,  a  greater 
quantity  of  fish  than  one  hundred  barrels  and  fifty 
half  barrels,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  cents 
per  day  for  each  and  every  day  for  every  barrel  or 
half  barrel  over  and  above  one  hundred  barrels  and 
fifty  half  barrels  found  about  his,  her,  or  their  prem- 
ises, warehouse  or  tenement,  to  be  paid  by  the  occu- 
pier of  the  premises  where  such  fish  may  be  found, 
one  half  to  the  informer,  the  other  half  to  the  use  of 
the  city. 

4.-^ And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all  fish 
kept  in  the  city  shall  be  placed  under  a  roof  within 
six  hours  after  landing  and  inspection  and  kept 
under  cover,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  cents 
per  barrel  or  half  barrel  for  each  and  every  day  the 
same  may  remain  on  the  street  or  wharves  of  the 
city,  one  half  to  the  informer,  the  other  half  to  the 
use  of  the  city. 

5. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  all  or- 
dinances or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby,  repealed.

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  from  and  after  the 
first  day  of  April  next  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each 
of  the  City  Bailiffs  to  make  returns  in  writing,  on 
oath,  to  the  Register  of  the  City,  between  the  first 
and  tenth  days  of  every  month,  stating  if  any  and 
what  amount  of  fines  or  penalties  has  been  received 
by  him  for  violations  of  the  ordinances  of  the  city, 
and  at  the  same  time  said  returns  are  made  to  pay 
over  to  the  Kegister  the  city's  proportion  of  the 
penalties  so  received. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any 
City  Bailiff  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  such 
monthly  return,  or  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  over  to 
the  Register  the  city's  proportion  of  the  amount  of 
penalties  received  by  him,  such  City  Bailiff'  shall

fence two  dollars,  one  half  to  go  for  the  use  of  the 
city,  and  the  other  to  the  informer;  all  fines  and 
forfeitures  imposed  by  tire  provisions  of  this  supple- 
ment to  be  collected  as  other  city  fines  are.

cers  of  the  City  may  be  appointed  at  any  time  during 
this  annual  session  of  the  City  Council,  and  if  before 
the  first  day  of  March,  shall  enter  upon  the  duties  on 
that  day,  or  after  that  day,  on  the  day  following  their 
appointment. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  offi- 
cers of  the  City,  appointed  during  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  twenty  eight,  to  whose  respective  offices 
new  appointments  have  not  yet  been  made,  shall  con- 
tinue to  exercise  and  perform  the  duties  of  their  re- 
spective offices,  until  new  appointments  be  made: 
Provided  however,  that  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  be  construed  to  have  any  eftect  on  those  officers 
who  have  all  ready  been  appointed  during  the  pres- 
ent year.

An  ordinance  to  provide  for  an  additional  assessment  for  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-nine. 

Additional  as-  1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
sess^men  or  ^.^^^  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  there  shall  be  ap- 
pointed as  the  city  officers  are  now  chosen,  three  as- 
sessors, for  the  purpose  of  making  an  additional  as- 
sessment for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty- 
nine. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  as- 
sessors appointed  under  this  ordinance,  shall  take  the 
same  oath  or  affirmation,  and  hav^e  the  same  powers 
that  assessors  have,  who  are  appointed  under  and  by 
virtue  of  the  Acts  of  Assembly,  relating  to  valuation 
of  real  and  personal  property  in  the  State  of  Mary- 
land. 

3. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  as- 
sessors shall  inform  themselves  by  all  lawful  ways 
and  means,  of  all  real  and  personal  property  in  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  which  has  not  heretofore  been  as- 
sessed, and  which  is  liable  to  be  assessed,  and  proceed 
to  assess  the  same,  and  they  shall  make  return  in  wri- 
ting to  the  Mayor  at  such  time  and  place  as  he  may 
appoint  of  the  assessments  so  made  by  them,  with  an 
alphabetical  list  of  the  names  of  all  persons  whose 
property  they  shall  value,  and  in  all  other  matters 
shall  strictly  adhere  and  conform  to  the  provisions 
of  the  Acts  of  Assembly,  relating  to  the  valuation  of 
real  and  personal  property  of  this  State,  so  far  as 
the  same  are  consistent  with  this  ordinance. 

4. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  said 
assessors  shall  state  in  the  return  required  to  be 
made  by  them,  the  situation  of  the  property  so  as- 
sessed by  them,  in  what  street,  lane  or  alley,  in 
what  ward,  and  whether  within  or  without  the  limits 
of  direct  taxation. 
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5. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  each 
of  the  assessors  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  snch 
compensation  not  exceeding  seventy-five  dollars, 
that  the  Mayor  may  determine,  and  the  Register  is 
hereby  authorized  to  pay  the  same  out  of  any  un- 
appropriated money  in  the  treasury. 

6. —  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
Mayor  on  receiving  the  returns  hereinbefore  direc- 
ted to  be  made,  shall  give  ten  days  public  notice  in 
the  daily  papers  of  the  city,  that  such  return  has 
been  made,  and  notifying  all  persons  conceiving 
themselves  aggrieved  by  the  assessment  made  by 
said  assessors,  that  they  may  appeal  therefrom, 
within  twenty  days  after  the  first  publication  of  such 
notice;  and  the  Mayor  and  Collector  of  the  City 
are  hereby  constituted  a  board  to  hear  and  deter- 
mine all  such  appeals,  and  their  decision  shall  be  fi- 
nal and  conclusive.  And  the  Mayor  shall  deliver  to 
the  Collector  of  the  City  within  ten  days  thereafter, 
said  list  of  assessments,  together  with  the  decision 
of  the  Board  of  Appeals.

An  ordinance  relating  to  Chemical  Laboratories. 

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  chemical  i.abo- 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  from  and  after  the  pas- '^^'°"^^* 
sage  of  this  ordinance,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any 
person  or  persons,  or  corporated  company  to  manu- 
facture or  prepare,  except  in  chemical  laboratories 
already  established,  the  following  articles,  or  any  of 
them,  to  wit,  oil  of  vitrol  or  sulphuric  acid,  nitric 
acid  or  aqua  fortis,  muriatic  acid,  crude  ammonia, 
ivory  black,  alum,  chloride  of  lime  or  bleaching  salts, 
pigments  of  lead,  or  any  other  manufacture  or  prep- 
aration, in   the  process  of  which  it  is  necessary  to 
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burn  horns,  blood,  bones  or  other  animal  substances, 
within  the  limits  of  the  citj,  unless  the  consent  in 
writing  of  all  the  holders  of  property  within  six 
hundred  feet  of  such  manufactory,  be  first  had  and 
obtained,  under  a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  every 
day  during  which  such  manufacture  or  preparation 
shall  continue,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance.

An  ordinance  to  lay  and  collect  a  direct  tax  for  the  repairs  of  high 
waj3  and  bridges  in  certain  pans  of  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

Tax  highways  1- — ^^  it  cuactcd  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
and  bridges.  Q[ij  Couucil  of  Baltimore,  That  for  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-nine,  a  direct 
tax  of  thirty  five  cents  shall  be,  and  hereby  is  laid 
and  imposed  on  every  hundred  dollars  value  of  all 
houses  and  lands  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  lying 
without  the  limits  of  direct  taxation,  and  within 
the  exterior  limits  of  said  city,  and  in  proportion  for 
any  greater  or  less  sum,  as  the  said  houses  and  lands 
shall  have  been  valued  in  virtue  of  an  Act  of  Assem- 
bly, entitled,  "A  supplement  to  an  act,  entitled  an 
act  to  provide  for  a  new  assessment,  and  to  appoint 
Collectors  of  the  tax  in  and  for  the  City  and  County 
of  Baltimore,"  passed  December  session  1822,  and 
the  said  direct  tax  shall  be  laid  and  collected  in  the 
same  manner  as  is  now  provided  with  respect  to 
other  direct  taxes,  which  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore  are  now  authorized  to  impose, 
and  the  tenants  in  possession  shall  be  liable  to  the 
payment  of  the  said  tax  upon  the  premises  as  occu- 
pied by  them,  without  its  operating  however,  to 
alter  the  contracts  between  landlords  and  tenants 
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2. — And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained,  That 
the  Collector  of  the  City  shall  have  and  receive  a 
compensation  of  four  per  cent,  for  collecting  the 
said  tax. 

3. — And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained,  That 
the  tax  thus  levied  and  imposed  after  deducting  the 
expenses  of  collection,  shall  be  expended  under  the 
direction  of  the  City  Commissioners  with  the  ap- 
probation of  the  Mayor,  for  the  purpose  of  making 
and  repairing  such  of  the  public  high  whys  and 
bridges  within  the  limits  subject  to  the  present  as- 
sessment, as  they  shall  deem  most  important  for  the 
public  necessity  and  convenience,  unless  otherwise 
directed  by  ordinance  or  resolution :  Provided 
however,  that  no  greater  sum  than  two  hundred 
dollars  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  erection  of  any 
one  bridge  within  the  limits  aforesaid.

A  supplement  to  an  ordinance  for  regulating  and  inspecting  weights 
and  measures,  used  within  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

weights^and  1. — Bc  it  cnactcd  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
rr,.acMr«=  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  from  and  after  the 
first  day  of  June  next,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any 
person  or  persons  in  the  vending  of  such  articles 
within  the  City  of  Baltimore,  as  are  usually  sold 
by  heaped  measure,  to  use  any  half  bushel,  peck  or 
half  peck  measure,  unless  the  same  be  of  the  di- 
mensions hereinafter  described,  to  be  measured  from 
inside  to  inside,  to  wit :  every  half  bushel  measure 
shall  not  be  less  than  twelve  and  one  half  inches  di- 
ameter at  the  top,  eleven  and  one  half  inches  diame- 
ter at  the  bottom,  nine  and  one  half  inches  deep, 
and  the  staves  to  be  at  least  one  inch  thick.  Every 
peck  measure  shall  not  be  less  than  ten  inches  di- 
ameter at  the  top,  nine  and  one  quarter  of  an  inch 
diameter  at  the  bottom,  seven  and  five  eighths  of  an 
inch  deep,  and  the  staves  three  quarters  of  an  inch 
thick  :  every  half  peck  measure,  when  joined  to  the 
peck,  shall  not  be  less  than  eight  and  five  eighths  of 
an  inch  diameter  at  the  top,  nine  and  one  eighth  of 
an  inch  at  the  bottom,  four  and  one  half  inches 
deep,  and  the  staves  five  eighths  of  an  inch  thick ; 
and  every  half  peck  measure  when  made  separate 
from  the  peck,  shall  not  be  less  than  nine  and  one 
eighth  of  an  inch  diameter  at  the  top,  eight  and  five 
eighths  of  an  inch  diameter  at  the  bottom,  four  and 
one  half  inches  deep,  and  the  staves  five  eighths  of 
an  inch  thick. 
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2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all  dry 
measures  used  within  the  City  of  Baltimore,  in  the 
vending  of  articles,  shall  be  inspected  and  branded 
agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  to 
which  this  is  a  supplement,  except  that  in  lieu  of 
the  letters  B  S.  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  standard 
keeper  to  brand  upon  them  the  letters  Bait.  Stand. 
And  any  person  or  persons  convicted  for  counter- 
feiting said  brand,  or  of  branding  upon  any  meas- 
ure any  other  letters  for  the  purpose  of  deception, 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such  oifence  ten  dol- 
lars, one  half  to  the  use  of  the  informer,  and  the 
other  half  to  the  city. 

3. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  from 
and  after  the  day  and  date  hereinbefore  mentioned, 
any  person  or  persons  owning  or  using  any  of  the 
measures  described  in  the  first  section  of  this  ordi- 
nance, except  the  same  be  of  the  dimensions,  and 
branded  as  this  ordinance  directs,  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  for  every  such  ofience  two  dollars,  one  half  to 
the  use  of  the  informer,  the  other  half  to  the  city.

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  4o  cents  on 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  snm  of  forty  cu7court''Ts 
cents  in  every  hundred  dollars  worth  of  assessable p^°^^^- 
property  within  the    whole  extent  of   the  City  of 
Baltimore,  and  in  like  proportion  for  any  greater  or 
less  amount  bo,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  assessed 
and  imposed  for  the  year  eighteen   hundred   and 
thirty-one,  for  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the 
Associate  Judges  of  Baltimore  City  Court,  and  all 
other   expenses  incurred    in   the  administration  of 
justice  therein,  as  said  expenses  shall  be  ascertained 
and  certified   under  the  autority  of  said  court,  and 
of  the  expenses  incurred  in  collecting  said  tax. 

2. — And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained,  That  en  cents  on 
the  further  sum  of  sixty  cents  upon  every  hundred  ^Jp^nfes^cuy

— Be  it  onactcd  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Mayor  be,  and 
he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  contract  with  the  Gas 
Light  Com"pany  of  Baltimore,  or  their  agent,  for 
the  erection  of  such  number  of  lamps  for  the  con- 
sumption of  gas  as  may  be  necessary  to  light  Bratt 
street,  from  Light  to  Paca  street,  not  exceeding 
eighteen ;  east  Baltimore  street,  between  Canal 
street  and  Jones'  falls,  including  Baltimore  street 
bridge,  not  exceeding  fourteen  ;  South  street,  from 
Baltimore  street  to  the  Basin,  not  exceeding  nine  ; 
one  at  the  corner  of  Forest  and  French  streets  ; 
one  at  the  northeast  corner  of  High  and  Hillen 
streets;  one  at  the   soutlieast   corner  of  Hillen  and 
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Exeter  streets;  one  at  the  northwest  corner  of  flil- 
len  and  Forest  streets;  one  at  the  southwest  corner 
of  Hillen  and  Jones  streets;  one  at  the  northwest 
corner  of  Gay  and  Front  streets;  one  at  the  north- 
east corner  of  Gay  and  High  streets;  one  at  the 
southwest  corner  of  Gay  and  Porter  streets  ;  one  at 
the  southwest  corner  of  Gay  and  Exeter  streets, 
and  one  at  the  northwest  corner  of  Ensor  and  B'or- 
est  streets ;  said  lamps  to  be  supported  by  iron  pil- 
lars near  the  kerbstones. 


2. — And   be  it  enacted    and  ordained,  That  the  Lamps  to  be 
Mayor  be,  and   he  is  hereby,  authorized   to   have '^^^" '^°'^"' 
such  lamp  or  lamps  taken   down   as  may  interfere 
with  the  arrangement  contemplated   by  this  ordi- 
nance, and   that  he  be  empowered  to  draw  on  the 
Register  of  the  City  for  a  sum  not  exceeding  thir- Appropriation, 
teen  hundred  and  fifty-two  dollars,  to  carry  the  pre- 
ceding section   of  this  ordinance  into  efl:ect,  to  be 
taken  out  of  the  general  appropriation  for  watching 
and  lighting  the  city.

tion  of  every  fire    plug   and   cistern    within    their 
respective  districts  ;  and  should  it  appear  that  any 
of  them  be  not  in  good  and  proper  order,  the  Mayor

Division  of  Whereas,  by  the  charter  of  the  city,  it  is  made 

wards.  ^j^g  duty  of  the  corporation  to  correct  the  divisions 

of  the  city  into  wards  from  time  to  time,  so  as  to 

preserve  as  accurately  as  may  be,  an  eqnal  number 

of  inhabitants  in  each  ward. 

And  whereas,  by  the  census  of  1830,  it  appears 
that  the  number  of  inhabitants  in  the  respective 
wards  at  present  is  very  unequal,  and  in  order  that 
the  number  of  inhabitants  in  tiie  several  wards  may 
be  equalized ;  therefore, 
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Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Major  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  from  and  after  the 
first  day  of  August,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  thirty-two,  the  city  shall  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  divided  into  twelve  wards,  in  manner  fol- 
lowing, that  is  to  say  : 

The  lirst  ward  to  comprise  all  that  part  of  the  First  ward, 
city  contained  eastwardly  of  a  line  drawn  from  the 
northern  limits  southerly  along  the  centre  of  Mar- 
ket street,  F.  P.,  to  its  intersection  with  east  Balti- 
more street,  thence  westerly  along  the  centre  of  east 
Baltimore  street  to  Caroline  street,  thence  southerly 
along  the  centre  of  Caroline  street  to  Gough  street, 
thence  eastwardly  along  the  centre  of  Gough  to 
Market  street,  F.  P.,  thence  southerly  along  the 
centre  of  Market  street  to  the  north  side  of  the  har- 
bor. 

The  second  ward  to  comprise  all  that  part  of  the  second  ward, 
city  contained  within  the  following  bounds :  begin- 
ning at  the  intersection  of  Market  street,  F.  P.,

thence  along  the  centre  of  Hanover  street  to  Balti- 
more street,  thence  along  Baltimore  street  to  Charles 
street,  thence  along  the  centre  of  Charles  street  to 
Jones'  falls,  thence  along  the  centre  of  Jones'  falls 
to  the  beginning. 

The  eighth  ward  to  comprise  all  that  part  of  the  Eighth  ward. 
cit}^  contained  within  the  following  bounds :  begin- 
ning at  the  intersection  of  Hanover  and  Pratt 
streets,  thence  along  the  centre  of  Hanover  street 
to  Barre  street,  thence  along  the  centre  of  Barre 
street  to  Sharp  street,  thence  along  the  centre  of 
Sharp  street  to  the  north  side  of  the  middle  branch 
of  Patapsco,  thence  along  the  shores  of  middle, 
main  and  northwest  branches  of  Patapsco  to  Light 
street,  thence  along  the  eastern  side  of  Light  street 
to  Pratt  street,  thence  along  the  centre  of  Pratt 
street  to  the  beginning. 

The  ninth  ward  to  comprise  all  that  part  of  the  Ninth  ward.

standing.

of  every  proprietor  or  proprietors  of  any  theatre  or 
museum,  before  they  permit  any  person  or  persons 
whatsoever  to  use  such  theatre  or  museum  for  the 
purpose  of  acting,  exhibiting,  playing,  or  perform- 
ing any  play,  farce,  interlude,  show,  opera,  or  other 
theatrical  or  dramatical  performance  or  entertain- 
ment, or  any  scene,  selection  or  portion  of  any  play 
or  farce,  or  drama  of  any  description  for  gain,  to 
obtain  from  the  Mayor  the  license  required  by  the 
tenth  section  of  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  sup- 
plement, either  in  their  own  names  or  in  those  of 
the  managers  or  performers  in  such  entertainment, 
or  some  of  them. 
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How  adjudged.  2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  every 
performance  or  exhibition  mentioned  in  the  first 
section,  performed,  exhibited  or  held  in  any  theatre 
or  museum,  shall  be  deemed  and  adjudged  to  be  for 
gain  within  the  meaning  of  all  ordinances  of  the 
city,  and  every  musical  performance  in  any  theatre 
or  museum  shall  be  deemed  and  adjudged  to  be  a 
musical  party  for  gain  within  the  meaning  thereof, 
unless  it  shall  be  proved  that  such  performance  or 
exhibition  was  free  for  all  persons,  and  that  no 
money  or  valuable  thing  was  asked,  demanded  or 
received  under  any  pretence  whatever  for  coming 
into  the  building  in  which  such  performance  or  ex- 
hibition was  performing  or  exhibiting  during  such 
performance  or  exhibition,  or  unless  such  musical 
performance  shall  have  been  licensed  by  the  Mayor 
under  the  eleventh  section  of  the  ordinance  to  which 
this  is  a  supplement. 

Not  construed  3. — And  bc  it  cnactod  and  ordained.  That  nothing 
to  limit  tax,  Ac.  Ijj  this  Ordinance  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as 
to  limit  the  tax,  fine  or  penalty  on  theatrical  per- 
formances or  exhibitions  for  gain,  or  on  musical 
parties  for  gain  to  the  cases  herein  particularly  men- 
tioned, but  that  the  same  shall  also  apply  to  all 
cases  to  which  they  would  have  applied  if  this  ordi- 
nance had  never  been  passed. 

Penalty.  4. — And  bc  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  every 

person  or  persons  offending  against  the  provisions 
of  the  tenth  section  of  the  ordinance  to  which  tliis 
is  a  supplement,  or  against  those  of  the  first  section 
of  this  ordinance,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  twenty  dol- 
lars for  each  offence,  one  half  to  the  use  of  the  in- 
former, the  other  to  the  city. 

Repeal.  5. — And  bc  it  enacted   and   ordained,  That   so
